Please  bear  in  mind,  Azaleas  thrive  only  in  an  acid  soil, 
any  soil  containing  lime,  kills  Azaleas.  Most  southern  soils 
in  their  natural  state  are  acid.  When  planting  Azaleas  use 
plenty  of  leaf  mold  or  peat  moss.

HARDY  JAPANESE  AZALEAS 

The  following  varieties  are  generally  known  as  Hardy 
Japanese  or  Kurume  Azaleas.  Size  of  flowers  and  leaves 
are  generally  smaller  and  slow  grower  compared  with  Indica 
varieties.  However,  they  have  more  number  of  blooms 
usually  and  far  more  resisting  power  against  freeze. 

CHRISTMAS  CHEER — Compact  grower  with  small 
shiny  leaves.  Deepest  crimson  flowers  are  small  but  very 
attractive,  and  one  of  best  variety. 

CORAL  BELL — A  pleasing  coral  pink  color  shading 
deeper  toward  center.  The  flower,  very  dainty  and  pro¬ 
duced  profusely.  Hose-in-Hose  type.  Low,  compact  grow¬ 
ing. 

HINODEGIRI — Most  popular  hardy  Japanese  azalea. 
Dwarf  compact  grower.  Leaves  glossy  green,  roundish. 
Abundant  flowers  of  bright  scarlet  color.  Ideal  for  pot 
plant. 

MALVATICA — Light  purple  flower  with  roundish,  light 
green  leaves. 

HINAMOYO — Fast  growing  upright  branches  are 
clothed  with  small  size  light  colored  leaves.  Beautiful  shade 
of  soft  pink  flowers  will  hide  the  plant. 

MACHRANTHA — Single  flowering1 — Large  flower  of 
clear  pink,  very  late,  low  headed,  compact. 

MACRANTHA — Double — Double  flower  of  large  size 
with  clear  pink.  Very  late,  also  a  few  blossoms  open  through 
the  summer.  Compact,  but  rather  upright. 

PINK  BEAUTY — Large  trusses  of  beautiful  salmon- 
pink,  semi-double  flowers. 

YAYE  GIRI — Beautiful  salmon-red,  semi-double  flow¬ 
ers  produced  in  abundance.  Foliage  distinct,  being  narrow 
and  of  a  warm,  intense  green.  One  of  the  most  showy  of 
the  Azaleas.

Known  in  the  South  as  the  Japonica.  We  are  growers 
and  collectors  of  this  most  beautiful  flower.

Our  Camellias  for  lining  out  are  pot- 
grown,  larger  sizes  are  grown  under  slat  houses,  trans¬ 
planted  once  a  year,  those  securing  a  fibrous  root  system, 
which  renders  them  easy  to  transplant,  superior  roots. 

As  most  people  understand  that  Camellia  Names  have 
not  been  standardized,  it  is  practically  impossible  to  know 
exactly  that  some  of  the  names  are  correct,  and  for  this 
reason  we  are  still  giving  the  best  description  of  the  blooms 
that  we  can  write  when  plants  are  in  bloom.

Victoria  Emanual  the  most  beautiful  red  Japonica  in 
the  world  (the  original  plant  some  years  ago  imported  from 
France  can  be  seen  in  the  Bellengraths  Gardens. 

NAGASAKI — Semi-double,  very  large  flower,  some 
measure  5^/  to  6  inches  in  diameter.  Bright  red  irregular¬ 
ly  marked  with  white.  Leaves  medium  to  large,  roundish, 
thick  and  coarsely  serrated,  dark  glossy  green.  Some  have 
yellow  variegation.  Blooms  January  to  February. 

CLEOPATRA- — Our  recent  introduction.  Flower  is 
large,  semi-double  to  double  with  crinkled  petals.  Color  is 
brilliant  cherry  red,  very  beautiful.  (Supply  very  limited.) 

The  Pride  of  the  Empress  Gardens.  Flowers  varigated 
red,  pink  and  white.  Flowers  measure  6  inches  in  diameter 
the  largest  Japonica  in  the  world. 

The  lost  Flower  of  the  Incas.  In  this  one  we  have  the 
most  beautiful  shade  of  salmon  blush  we  have  ever  seen.

ALBA  PLENO— One  of  the  best  and  widely  known 
white  Japonicas,  full  double,  large  pure  white,  early  bloomer. 
Leaves  narrow  and  pointed,  being  somewhat  crinkled. 

CHANDLERI  ELEGANCE — One  of  largest  peony 
flowering  Camellias,  cherry-red  with  white  variegated.  Some 
are  thick  peony  flowers  with  500  petals  but  some  flowers 
are  loose  peony  form  with  yellow  spemens. 

COUNTESS  OF  ORKNEY— Very  double,  pink  stripes 
on  white  ground.  Leaves  medium,  pointed,  shiny  green. 
Very  slow  grower  but  it  blooms  very  young.  Best  variety 
for  pot  culture. 


HERME — Semi-double,  very  large  flower,  variegated 
pink  an  dwhite,  generally  white  margin  in  the  petals.  Leaves 
rather  small  and  pointed. 

PROFESSOR  C.  S.  SARGENT— Beautiful  very  dou¬ 
ble  Peony  formed  flowers,  rich  deep  crimson,  begins  bloom¬ 
ing  early  in  the  season.  This  variety  has  about  20  outer 
petals  and  a  turft  of  240  or  more  smaller  petals  in  center. 

PINK  PERFECTION— Very  double  clear  shell-pink  of 
dainty  form  liked  bjr  many.  Blooms  very  early  but  con¬ 
tinues  for  a  long  time.  Start  blooming  very  young  and 
heavy  bloomer. 

SOPHIA — Habit  of  growth  and  color  of  flower  are  very 
much  like  Chandleri  Elegance  but  form  of  flower  is  more 
cup-shaped  and  center  petals  are  less  in  number  and  larger. 
Set  buds  young  and  heavy  bloomer. 

OTOME — Similar  to  Pink  Perfection  with  much  larger 
flowers  with  each  end  of  petals  fading  to  lighter  shade  of 
shell  pink. 

Rose  of  China — Flowers  deep  pink  of  enormous  size 
similar  to  Paul  Neron  Rose. 

Beauty  of  Korea— Flowers  look  like  porcelain,  most 
beautiful  vermillion  red,  mottled  with  white. 

Frau  Minnie  Seidel — Shell  pink  heavy  and  early  bloom¬ 
er. 

Pride  of  California — Deep  pine  of  large  size  beautiful 
foliage. 

Fenny  Lind — Very  large  peony  type  pin  and  red  vari- 
gated  with  white  margins. 

King  Emanuel — Very  profuse  bloomer  deep 
orange  red  flowers.

MATHOTIANA  ALBA — Good  size  very  double  white 
with  large  light  colored  leaves. 

MAIDEN  BLUSH — Semi-double  blush  pink  of  enor¬ 
mous  size  large  dark  green  foliage,  very  attractive. 

NOBLISSIMA — Full  double  Peony-type  creamy-white. 
Petals  intermixed  with  yellow  stamens.  Begins  blooming 
early  in  the  season. 

PRINCE  ALBERT — Pink  and  white,  semi-double,  ap¬ 
proaching  loose  peony. 

JARVIS  RED — Deep  blood  red,  semi-double  flowers 
with  golden  stamen  makes  this  flower  very  attractive  among 
dark  green  foliage.  One  of  most  popular  kind. 

ROSE  EMRY — Peony  form  of  medium  size,  dark  crim¬ 
son  in  color,  blooming  very  freely  in  early  season.  Leaves 
medium  to  large,  dark  green. 

ROSE  MARY — Large  double  dark  pink  strong  grower. 

TRICOLOR  SIBOLDII — Semi-double  varigated  pink, 
red  and  white  flowers. 

GLOIRE  DE  NANTES — Large  size  semi-double  cerise, 
center  petals  often  twisting.  Very  large  dark  green  leaves, 
with  bold  large  flowers  make  this  one  of  the  most  attrac¬ 
tive  on  bush. 

REIN  DE  FLEURIS— Rich  Vermillion  red  flaked  with 
white,  very  double  of  perfect  symmetry. 

AUSTILL  PINK — Semi-double  shell  pink  of  medium 
size,  stamen  often  intermixed  with  smaller  petals  in  center. 
Compact,  but  fast  grower. 

BROWN’S  RED — Probably  darkest  red  Camellia  of 
semi-double  form,  with  pointed  dark  green  leaves. 

COMTE  DE  GOMER — Very  double  creamy  petals  are 
dotted  with  numerous  pink  spots.  Early  season,  compact, 
but  slow  grower. 

CHEERFULNESS — Flower,  medium  size  of  deep  pink. 
Full  double  when  the  flower  is  fully  opened,  some  times  a 
little  yellow  stamens  can  be  seen.  Very  early  season  and 
free  bloomer.  Leaves  small,  roundish  thick,  dark  w'axy  shiny 
green. 

PURITY — Pure  white,  double  but  rather  open  center, 
large  flower.  Leaves  medium  to  large,  course  appearance 
rather  dull  green,  free  bloomer  and  hardy. 

Lady  Alice — Very  double  qink,  flowers  resemble  pink 
Radiance  Roses. 

Majestic  Rose — Very  fine  deep  double  pink  flowers  of 
medium  size. 

Rose  Perfection — Similar  to  pink  Perfection  only  of  a 
darker  pink. 

Baby  Sargent — Like  Professor  Sargent,  but  smaller 
flowers. 

Firebird — One  of  the  deepest  double  xeds.
